“She Picture on oar cover 


was taken some sixty years ago, on Gilman Hill. That’s 
Mrs. Waldo Gilman and she has just purchased that 
big dust brush from Mr. Jewell, the well known Tin 
Peddler. Notice the bags on the back of Mr. Jewell’s 
cart? They contain rags,—or perhaps wool,—for in 
those days if you didn’t have cash, you could swap 
for the things you needed. 


In those days, many good farms in Thornton were 
an important part of the Inventory for the raising of 
tax revenue. Today we face a different era,—and much 
of the tax revenue must come from other sources. 


We must be aggressive about creating new Inven- 
tory, in order to spread taxes thinner, and keep the 
rate down. 


Local property taxes would be much higher than 
they now are, if it weren’t for the taxes paid by our 
Non-Residential Recreational Property Owners. Our 
policy should be to encourage more of ‘these people to 
invest in our town. 


Today, we find that our town has kept pace with 
changing conditions to a remarkable degree for such 


a small place. Yes—costs have increased, but we are 
demanding more and better services for our money! 


“Welfare,” for instance, is quite a different ser- 
vice from that of the old “Poor Farm.” It is one of the 
largest items in our Budget! Welfare is controlled by 
law, and administered from Concord. About the only 
influence a town may have over this expense today, is 
in not encouraging local conditions which invite Wel- 
fare problems to establish themselves. 
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Town Roads cost more—everywhere—today. But 
by establishing a single Road Agent to take the place 
of three District Agents, we are getting better service. 
We have what amounts to a Town Highway Depart- 
ment. Some of the money that formerly went every 
year for repairs that got washed out every Spring, 
has lately been building roads for us. 


Schools cost more — everywhere — today. Here 
again, Thornton has been a leader in the area, by com- 
bining its District Schools into a consolidated Central 
School, which provides vastly improved services. 


The Town Office and the use of the assembly 
room att the new school building is a far cry from the 
_ gervice that we got from the old box stove and the safe 
without a lock, and other problems left at the Town 
House. 


Thornton has classified its streams and Peaked 
Hill Pond is being reclaimed. These are forward steps, 
looking to future possibilities. And future possibilities 
are coming our way fast, with the building of con- 
templated Thru-ways to make traveling easier and 
more pleasurable for more people. 


We think that the “man of the year” in Thornton 
has been Bowen Gillmore, who, at near 80 years of 
age, has displayed more imagination, skill and ambi- 
tion than we have seen locally for quite a while—land- 
scaping and repairing the old Dollahite property. With 
this sort of spirit as an example, we need not fear for 
the future of Thornton.

Town Roads 


One of the largest appropriations of the Town continues 
to be for the care of our roads. This, like all other things to- 
day, continues to cost more and more each year. It will be noted 
that all appropriations for road work for 1956 were insufficient 
to do the job, winter appropriations being overdrawn by ap- 
proximately $500. 


The Town can be proud of the new piece of road by Dave 
Rodgers which was built by the State with T. R. A. funds. This 
money was from the 1956 appropriation plus what was left 
over from 1955. A small amount was borrowed from the 1957 
account to complete the job. 


+ seems quite a problem just what to do with T. R. A. 
funds in the future. A section of Mill Brook certainly needs 
tarring and it would seem advisable to do some of the hill on 
the Sandwich Notch road. However, the Town should be cau- 
tious about getting too much tar road where there is little 
traffic, as this condition costs more for maintenance than a 
gravel road. 


The Town purchased four loads of tar from H. H. McGuire 
during the summer at a total cost of $1,135.05. Some of this 
tar was sold to persons in Town who wanted their dooryards 
tarred. The rest was used to resurface at West Thornton, An- 
derson Hill, a section of Mad River and other points which 
needed attention. Cost of tarring was as follows: Tar $948.75, 
Sand $32.20, Brushes $55.20, Help $81.25 and $122.50 to John 
Rivers for truck work. Mr. Rivers made no charge for his 
tractor and other equipment used on this project. In addition 
to the tarring it cost the Town $354.20 for tar patching which 
makes a total of $1,594.10 for maintenance of our blacktop 
roads. This is an average of approximately $235.00 per mile for 
6.77 miles. | 


Seraping on the gravel surface roads cost $443.60, draw- 
ing gravel $379.10, loading gravel $98.00, 554 yards of gravel 
for resurfacing cost $55.40, grading and ditch work with trac- 
tor came to $683.80 and $37.68 was paid to help, a total of 
$1,697.58 or an average of about $144.00 per mile for 11.85 
miles of gravel roads. 


A large culvert pipe was installed on the road beyond the 
Reitsma home to replace the old plank bridge. This required 
much fill but resulted in a fine job which should require no 
further attention for a long time. The pipe cost $103.50, help 
$18.88 and $50.00 to Mr. Rivers for truck and tractor work. 


Mowing bushes on all the roads cost $241.75 or approxi- 
mately $13.00 per mile. 
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Other summer work on fences, ditches, washouts, bridges, 
eulverts, patroling, etc., cost $373.07. 


$39.50 was spent for dynamite, $140.00 for bridge plank, 
$13.51 for scraper repairs, $14.76 for culvert plus a small 
amount for other items. 


Bert Benton has done the sanding again this year. The 
sandpile is kept at his place and he has done a fine job of being 
everywhere at once with sand. The Town paid Mr. Benton 
$289.11 for his truck and $41.75 for loading and $123.59 went 
to the helpers. $88.10 was spent for sand and $106.40 for salt 
and paper to cover the pile. Mr. Rivers put out the pile at a 
cost of $132.16. Repairs to the sander cost $55.46 up until the 
time it disintegrated completely. Since then we have been using 
one belonging to Mr. Rivers. The Town must now consider buy- 
ing a new sander. Total costs of sanding come to $836.57, 
about $438.00 per mile. 


Putting up and removing snow fence cost $61.80. 


Plowing in Clayton Ham’s district, which includes all of 
the west side plus the east side as far south as Bert Benton’s 
cost $1,917.50. This includes 12.18 miles of road plus the drive- 
ways. The rest of the plowing done by John Rivers, including 
Sandwich Notch as far as Smith’s, cost $1,295.50. This is for 
9.06 miles of road and driveways. In all $3,213.00 was spent for 
plowing for 21.24 miles of road and all driveways. 


Other winter work such as thawing culverts, cleaning 
ditches, patroling, etc., cost $132.34. 


CEMETERY REPORT 


The appropriation for cemeteries was $700 which 
included the estimate for painting and repairing 
fences. The Walter Lee Trust provides an additional 
$50 for use at Mad River each year, making $750 avail- 
able this year. 


We spent $127 at the Pine Grove, Hanson and 
Tripoli cemeteries for mowing, and $16.48 went for 
seed and supplies. At Mad River and the Orris ceme- 
teries the mowing and care was $142.40. 


The painting of fences was a little less than the 
estimate, and no lime was purchased this year which 
accounts for a balance of $164.12 left from the ap- 
propriation. 


The fences are now in good condition and are a 
credit to the town in appearance.

Old Weeting House aud “Jown House 


Matthew Thornton was appointed moderator for 
the first town meeting — held in Richard Pattee’s 
barn in July, 1763. In 1784 the town voted to build the 
first Meeting House. The old Meeting House was 
changed to Town House in 1821. In 1860 it was moved 
across the road to where it now stands and 15 feet 
added to its length. (In a “Meeting House,” both po- 
litical and religious meetings were held.) 


COMMITTEE REPORT 1956 


The Registry of Deeds — Book 453, page 90, re- 
fers to lot No. 54, the Clay Home Lot, so called, anid 
states: “ ... excepting a small lot belonging to the 
Town of Thornton so long as they shall keep a Town 
House thereon.” 


If the Town decides to use the new school house 
to conduct the town business instead of the present 
Town House, it seems advisable that some disposition 
of the Town House should be considered. The Commit- 
tee suggests that sufficient land surrounding the Town 
House, with water rights, be purchased if possible, to 
make a desirable property. The land and building then 
to be sold, thereby creating future income through 
‘taxes, for the Town.

Synopsis of 
POLLUTION CONTROL REPORT 


Governing the Pemigewasset Valley 
Prepared by the Water Pollution Commission 
for the Selectmen 


The New Hampshire Water Pollution Commission 
is required by Law to study and recommend to the 
Legislature, classifications for all major streams, lakes, 
ponds and tidal waters within ‘the jurisdiction of the 
State. (See note *). 


There are five surface water quality qualifications 
or zonings, viz,— 

A, public water supplies. 

B-1, safe for recreation including swimming. 

B-2, suitable for recreation except bathing. 

C, water quality for industrial use primarily, but 
satisfactory for boating and fishing. 

D, intended for sewage and industrial waste, with- 
out nuisance. 


In the Pemigewasset drainage basin already clas- 
sified, more than 90% of the waters are B-l, and the 
balance A. The B-1 areas are—East Branch 'to the Mar- 
calus Mfg. Co’s. dam, Middle Branch to the dam iImme- 
diately above North Woodstock Village, Pemigewasset 
River, East bank between Horner Brook and Willow 
Brook in Lincoln, Woodstock, Livermore, Thornton and 
Waterville. 


The most recent classifications enacted for the 
Pemigewasset Valley were enacted in 1955.** Since 
that time and during the past year, the pollution load 
on the unclassified portion of 'the East Branch has been 
decreased by the installation at the paper mill of vac- 
uum equipment which reclaims and keeps out of the 
river more than 15 tons of fibers each month. It is ex- 
pected shortly that a bark drier and bark burner will 
reclaim de-barking wastes. Additional improvements 
further decreasing pollution are under consideration 
by the mill. 
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No formal study known to the Commission has 
ever been made to determine and compare the relative 
value of the Pemigewasset for modern recreational 
uses, with the present industrial and sewage disposal 
uses. The staff believes that both industrial and re- 
creational uses can develop compatibly. Enforced B-1 
water quality does not necessarily mean the loss of 
present industries or the curtailment of the Valley’s 
industrial potential. Rather, a regulated stream con- 
trol program CAN ATTRACT NEW INDUSTRIES 
REQUIRING HIGH QUALITY PROCESS WATER. 
Recreation and Industry can grow and prosper to- 
gether. 


NOTE: * The maximum help that the commission ex- 
pects is that the individual residents and Valley Towns 
group themselves together and make known their own 
desires for a water pollution program in the still un- 
classified remainder of the Valley, and when studies 
are conducted and public hearings are held in the re- 
gion, all interested individuals and groups appear and 
register their arguments for or against any program 
recommended by the Commission staff.

The Town of Thornton does not contribute much 
to pollution in the Pemigewasset River, but it is in- 
creasingly affected by the nuisances that the pollution 
creates. The popular demand for water sports makes 
a more reasonable use of the river necessary.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 
TO THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF THORNTON 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year 1956-1957 began in Thornton with 
no change in full-time teaching personnel. Mrs. Hart- 
well, who is principal, is teaching grades 6, 7, and 8; 
Mrs. Benton grades 3, 4, and 5; and Mrs. Thompson 
grades 1 and 2. If the present increased enrollment 
continues to build up over the next few years, it may 
at some future date become necessary to add a fourth 
teacher but this planning does not need to be for the 
immediate future. Insofar as I can determine, your 
school is being run very efficiently and very well. Mrs. 
Helen Fisher, your very capable school nurse, has re- 
turned but with the resignation of Mr. Malfa it has 
been impossible to secure a music supervisor. How- 
ever, Mrs. Arline Wilson, an excellent music super- 
visor with wide experience in New Jersey, is available 
for next year. 


During the year we have added some supple- 
mentary reading materials which should strengthen 
that program and next year as money becomes avail- 
able, I still hope to obtain some social studies and sci- 
ence books. This could not be done as planned this year 
because the book budget was expended on materials 
that had greater priority. 


A long range testing program has now been adopt- 
ed which in my opinion is an excellent minimum pro- 
gram. Achievement test batteries which are alternated 
yearly between various testing concerns are being 
given twice each year, once in the fall for diagnostic 
purposes and once in the spring for evaluation of the 
pupil and the teaching. Readiness tests are being ad- 
ministered to the first grade and mental ability examin- 
ations are given annually to Grades 1, 3, 5, and 7. These 
results and other pupil data which is maintained in a 
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folder by the teacher follows the child through school 
and should add a great deal to our understanding and 
knowledge of his abilities and skills. 


The milk program which has been started in the 
school has proven to be very worthwhile. Participation 
is better than was anticipated and there is no doubt 
but what the children are benefiting. The cost of the 
milk under this program with the government subsidy 
lowers ‘the cost to a point below that of retail outlets. 
The next logical step as I have mentioned in previous 
reports should be the instituting of a federal hot lunch. 
This program with the government subsidy plus sur- 
plus foods received, can almost be self-supporting. It 
would be necessary, of course, at first to have equip- 
ment and dishes but once these were obtained, the ex- 
pense would not be too great. 


I wish to thank the school board and teachers for 
their cooperation during the past year and to tell you 
that I am ready and available to help you with your 
educational problems at any time.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 248, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the super- 
intendentt as per the following quotation: 


“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a super- 
visory union shall annually prepare a report 
showing the total salary paid to the superin- 
tendent, which report shall show in detail the 
amount derived from the per capita tax and 
‘the amount paid directly by each school dis- 
trict in the union. 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is 
prorated among the several school districts of the 
union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership in 
the schools for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 
during 1955-1956 received a salary of $6050 which was 
made up as follows: $2500 paid from the per capita tax 
and $3550 pro-rated among the several school districts. 
Allowance of $850 for travel within the union was also 
pro-rated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and 
‘travel charged to each school district.

This, plus $850 ‘travel allowance allocated as in- 
dicated above, totals $6900 — amount received from 
State Treasurer for salary and travel of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools.
